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THIS  SOCIETY  EXISTS 

(1)  To  secure  for  children  in  their  own  homes,  from 
neglectful,  delinquent  or  cruel  parents,  a  proper  standard  of 
care — by  persuasion  or  compulsion. 

(2)  To  rescue  children  from  hopelessly  cruel  and  depraved 
parents,  or  from  vicious  and  degrading  surroundings. 

(3)  To  prevent  the  employment  of  children  in  dangerous 
theatrical  or  acrobatic  performances,  or  as  beggars. 

(4)  To  assist  in  the  enforcement  of  all  laws  designed  to 
protect  minors.

This  report  assumes  that  the  kind  of  work  which  the  Society 
does  is  now,  at  the  end  of  thirty-six  years  of  active  work, 
sufficiently  well  known  not  to  need  detailed  description.  This 
report  will  merely  record  certain  progressive  steps  achieved 
during  the  past  year. 

HOME  CONSERVATION. 

In  the  first  place,  this  Society  has  made  successful  progress 
in  its  work  of  keeping  families  together  by  enforcing  such 
conditions  in  the  home  as  will  make  it  possible  for  children 
to  remain  with  their  parents.  This  progress  is  revealed  in  the 
fact  that  while  during  the  year  1910,  at  our  instance,  the 
Courts  removed  692  children  from  their  parents  and  com¬ 
mitted  them  to  this  Society  and  during  1911  the  Courts  com¬ 
mitted  564  children  to  this  Society,  during  1912  they  committed 
only  447 ;  and  this  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  number  of 
children  involved  in  the  complaints  received  by  this  Society 
each  year  remains  practically  the  same.  This  happy  result  we 
believe  has  been  attended  with  no  lowering  of  the  standard  of 
parental  care  insisted  on  by  this  Society  and  by  the  Courts ; 
rather  does  it  represent  an  increased  effectiveness  on  the  part 
of  this  Society  and  increased  effectiveness  and  co-operation 
among  the  social  agencies  of  Philadelphia. 

THE  CHURCHES. 

In  our  judgment  the  most  notable  improvement  in  the 
effectiveness  of  social  help  to  low-grade  families  has  been 
made  by  the  churches.  Without  question  the  families  with 
whom  the  Society  has  to  deal  are  essentially  at  fault  in 
character;  bad  living  conditions,  liquor,  underpay,  filth  and 
degradation  of  all  kinds  all  emphasize  bad  character.  For  the 
reformation  of  character  we  turn  regularly  to  the  church, 
and,  to-day,  we  have  an  increasing  confidence  that  something 
will  be  attempted  and  accomplished. 

It  is  part  of  the  regular  routine  work  of  the  agents  of  the 
Society  to  bring  into  contact  with  the  church  of  its  natural 
affiliation  every  delinquent  family  with  whom  we  have  to  deal. 
Two  years  ago  a  special  record  was  kept  of  a  definite  number 
of  families,  who  were,  in  a  special  way,  referred  to  their 
church  affiliations,  and  a  similar  record  was  kept  during  the 
year  just  ended.

The  comparative  results  are  striking.  In  January,  1911,  99 
families  who  acknowledged  a  church  connection,  and  who 
were  of  marked  bad  character,  were  referred  to  the  churches 
of  their  affiliation — some  Protestant,  some  Catholic — about  half 
and  half.  Of  the  99  ministers  to  whom  these  references  were 
made,  in  each  case  by  both  letter  and  a  personal  call  of  our 
agent,  asking  not  for  material  relief  but  for  spiritual  aid  in 
the  upbuilding  of  character,  17  refused  to  have  anything  to  do 
with  the  family;  82  said  that  they  would  accept  the  responsi¬ 
bility  and  try  to  help  the  family.  Of  these  82,  49  did  not  visit 
the  family  even  once  or  arrange  to  have  the  family  visited  by 
a  church  visitor.  Of  the  33  who  did  visit  at  least  once  the 
families  which  they  accepted,  24  improved  conditions  and  9 
did  not  improve  conditions.  In  every  case  before  a  failure 
to  arrange  for  a  visit  was  marked  up  against  the  minister, 
one  month’s  time  was  allowed. 

A  similar  special  record  of  references  was  kept  during  the 
month  of  January,  1913.  Seventy-eight  families  were  especially 
referred  to  the  church  of  their  affiliation  for  spiritual  nurture. 
Of  the  78  ministers  to  whom  these  references  were  made,  5 
refused  to  accept  any  responsibility  for  the  family.  Of  the 
73  who  said  that  they  would  try  to  help  the  families,  12  did 
not  call  on  the  family  even  once,  nor  did  they  arrange  for 
visitation  by  a  church  visitor.  Of  the  61  who  did  call,  33 
made  noticeable  improvement  in  the  condition  of  the  family 
and  28  have  not  yet  apparently  made  any  improvement  at  all. 
The  greatly  increased  readiness  of  response  and  service  on  the 
part  of  the  churches  in  the  second  period  is  one  of  the  most 
encouraging  signs  of  the  times  that  this  Society  observes. 

BUREAU  OF  COMPULSORY  EDUCATION. 

Other  agencies,  too,  have  shown  increased  efficiency  this 
year,  notably  the  reorganized  Bureau  of  Compulsory  Educa¬ 
tion.  Formerly  the  Bureau  used  to  refer  all  its  difficult  cases 
of  truancy  to  this  Society ;  to-day  it  not  only  does  all  its  own 
work,  even  when  it  is  difficult,  but  assists  the  Society  by  doing 
its  share  in  the  problems  which  we  try  to  solve. 

THE  COURTS. 

One  of  the  great  needs  of  this  community,  as  observed  in 
the  work  of  this  Society,  is  the  need  for  a  better  judicial  sys¬ 
tem.  At  present  a  double  Court  process  is  necessary  for 
practically  every  case  in  which  the  Society  brings  a  prosecu¬ 
tion.  In  order  to  get  a  punishment  or  an  imprisonment  meted

out  to  the  guilty  parent,  our  case  must  be  presented  to  a  magis¬ 
trate  ;  in  order  to  get  a  commitment  giving  a  valid  custody  of 
the  child,  our  case  must  be  presented  to  the  Juvenile  Court. 
Even  in  cases  of  merely  juvenile  delinquency  this  double  hear¬ 
ing  is  necessary.  This  is  cumbrous,  wasteful  and  often  de¬ 
moralizing.  The  system,  too,  by  which  Common  Pleas  judges 
rotate  on  the  Juvenile  Bench,  one  judge  sitting  Monday  morn¬ 
ings  for  one  month  only,  makes  a  standard  practice  impossible 
and  makes  it  exceedingly  difficult  for  the  judges,  with  the  best 
intentions  in  the  world,  to  understand  juveniie  law  and  Juve¬ 
nile  Court  methods  or  even  the  possible  institutions  and  agen¬ 
cies  to  which  children  may  be  committed. 

For  these  reasons  this  Society  has  been  much  interested  to 
see  established  either  a  Municipal  Court,  in  which  one  judge 
should  sit  constantly  for  the  original,  exclusive  and  final  dis¬ 
position  of  each  case  involving  a  dependent,  neglected  or  in¬ 
corrigible  child;  or  to  see  established,  within  the  Court  of 
Common  Pleas  itself,  a  Court  of  Domestic  Relations,  to  include 
all  juvenile  cases  and  all  desertion  and  non-support  cases,  and 
to  have  original,  exclusive  and  final  power  to  dispose  of  all 
such  cases.  Two  bills  are  at  this  writing  before  the  Leg¬ 
islature:  one.  House  Bill  No.  107,  introduced  by  Mr.  Walnut, 
establishes  a  Municipal  Court  with  a  Juvenile  Branch;  the 
other,  Senate  Bill  No.  327,  introduced  by  Mr.  McNichol,  es¬ 
tablishes  a  Court  of  Domestic  Relations  within  the  Court  of 
Common  Pleas.  This  Society  believes  that  one  or  the  other  of 
these  bills  should  become  law  at  once. 

CO-OPERATION  AND  ECONOMY. 

The  benefits  of  the  cordial  co-operation  existing  between  the 
various  charitable  societies  in  Philadelphia  become  increas¬ 
ingly  apparent  as  time  goes  on.  This  is  especially  noted  in 
the  co-operation  made  possible  by  the  joint  use  of  the  build¬ 
ings  415-21  South  Fifteenth  Street  by  several  of  the  larger 
societies.  The  co-operative  planning  and  work  for  destitute 
and  demoralized  families  which  the  close  co-operation  makes 
possible  are  altogether  desirable  and  greatly  increase  efficiency. 

Co-operation  means  also  increased  economy  of  administra¬ 
tion.  For  instance,  now  that  the  telephone  service  of  the 
societies  in  the  Charities  Building  is  joint,  the  bill  which  this 
Society  has  to  pay  for  telephone  service,  including  toll  calls, 
all  regular  service  and  our  share  of  operators  salaries,  is 
smaller  than  we  used  to  pay  as  operator’s  salary  alone,  not 
counting  sendee  cost  at  all.  Many  other  similar  economies 
have  been  made  possible.

Further  steps  towards  the  proper  distribution  of  work  and 
towards  economy  and  effectiveness  have  been  made  during 
the  last  year.  This  Society  has  been  able  practically  to  aban¬ 
don  its  placing-out  work  and  its  work  for  the  after-care  of 
children — although  we  are  still  responsible  for  the  financial 
burden  of  the  children  whom  we  have  to  board ;  last  year  this 
amounted  to  about  $16,000 — through  the  increased  co-operation 
of  the  Children  s  Aid  Society  and  the  Children’s  Bureau, 
the  latter  a  joint  creation,  for  efficiency  and  economy’s  sake, 
which  now  do  practically  all  the  placing  and  after-care  work 
for  this  Society;  and  through  the  increased  activity  of  the 
Seybert  Institution  which  hopes  to  be  able  ultimately  to  relieve 
the  co-operating  societies  entirely  of  the  costly  temporary  care 
of  children  provided  now  in  the  Joint  Shelter,  where  children 
are  received  at  any  time  of  the  day  or  night,  and  given  care 
and  clothes,  and  medical,  dental,  optical,  oral  and  neuro¬ 
logical  treatment  as  required.  In  advance  of  the  time  when 
it  can  completely  carry  this  burden,  the  Seybert  Institution  is 
to-day  carrying  an  increasingly  large  part  of  the  cost  of  the 
Joint  Shelter. 

UNIFIED  FINANCIAL  SUPPORT. 

A  further  step  towards  unification  and  co-operation  has  been 
taken  this  year  by  providing  for  a  joint  collection  of  funds  for 
the  Children’s  Aid  Society,  the  Children’s  Bureau,  and  this 
Society.  Hitherto,  the  Children’s  Aid  Society  and  the  Society 
to  Protect  Children  from  Cruelty  have  done  their  own  appeal 
work,  maintaining  their  own  lists,  books,  appeal  letters,  etc., 
for  this  purpose.  Hereafter,  all  this  is  to  be  joint,  except  that 
each  society  retains  for  the  present  its  present  list  of  con¬ 
tributors.  It  is  hoped  that  this  joint  appeal,  representing  as 
it  does  the  sincere  attempt  of  these  societies  to  meet  the  busi¬ 
ness  man’s  demand  for  economy  and  efficiency  and  for  avoid¬ 
ance  of  duplication  of  effort  and  too  constant,  irritating  multi¬ 
plicity  of  appeal,  will  meet  with  public  appreciation  and  greatly 
increase  our  joint  income. 

FINANCIAL  NEEDS. 

Certainly  the  needs  of  the  Societies  demand  an  enlarged 
response.  Each  of  the  societies  constantly  sustains  a  large 
deficit,  due,  not  to  mismanagement  or  waste,  but  simply  to  the 
fact  that  the  necessities  of  abused,  needy  and  destitute  chil¬ 
dren  cannot  be  ignored,  but  must  be  met,  deficit  or  no  deficit. 
Children’s  work  in  Philadelphia,  much  of  which  is  now  cen¬ 
tered  in  organizations  which,  as  noted  above,  are  in  every

possible  respect  co-operating  and  working  jointly  for  economy 
and  efficiency,  greatly  needs  more  adequate  support,  which  the 
generous  charity  of  Philadelphia  is  urgently  asked  to  provide. 

PUBLIC  RESPONSIBILITY. 

It  is  hoped  that  much  of  the  cost  of  this  work  of  child  care 
will  ultimately  be  assumed  in  Pennsylvania,  as  in  most  other 
States,  by  the  public  authorities,  State  and  municipal,  so  that 
the  burden  may  be  equally  distributed  by  taxation.  The  State 
does  something  to-day  through  its  appropriations  to  private 
charities,  but  this  is  so  limited,  haphazard  and  unscientific  as 
to  furnish  little  relief.  The  city  and  county  of  Philadelphia 
do  something  also,  but  also  quite  inadequately.  This  Society, 
for  instance,  received  last  year  from  public  sources,  State  and 
County,  about  $9,000.  It  had  to  spend — not  in  salaries  or  in 
the  advancement  of  its  real  work  with  delinquent  parents — 
but  in  the  after-care  of  children  removed  by  the  Courts  of 
the  Commonwealth  from  their  parents,  for  board  and  clothing 
and  medical  attention,  etc.,  about  $29,000,  a  cost  which  New 
York,  Massachusetts,  Illinois  and  most  other  States,  recognize 
as  a  public  responsibility,  to  be  borne  not  by  a  few  generous 
citizens,  but  by  the  community  at  large.  With  this  point  of 
view  the  Courts  in  Philadelphia  have  been  increasingly  sym¬ 
pathetic,  and  they  have  granted  with  increasing  freedom 
support  orders  on  the  county.  But  relief  from  this  source 
is  quite  inadequate  thus  far,  and  until  the  public  shall  com¬ 
pletely  recognize  its  responsibility,  we  can  only  work  to  secure 
this  public  responsibility  and  continue  to  urge  charitable  lovers 
of  children  to  contribute  generously  to  the  children’s  need. 

JOINT  SHELTER  AND  CHILDREN’S  BUREAU. 

The  report  of  the  Joint  Shelter  and  the  Children’s  Bureau, 
projects  maintained  jointly  by  the  Seybert  Institution,  the 
Children’s  Aid  Society  and  this  Society,  will  be  found  on 
pages  26-31,  inclusive. 

LOSSES. 

The  Society  records  with  deep  regret  its  losses  during  the 
year,  by  death,  of  Mrs.  E.  H.  Ogden,  for  many  years  a 
Manager  and  Vice-President  of  this  Society;  and  by  resig¬ 
nation,  of  Mrs.  George  D.  Widener  and  Mr.  Henry  M. 
Dechert.  The  last  named,  for  many  years  a  Vice-President 
of  the  Society,  has  been  elected  to  honorary  membership.

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The  Object  of  the  Junior  Branch. 


The  object  of  the  Junior  Branch  of  the  Pennsylvania  Society 
to  Protect  Children  from  Cruelty  is  to  interest  the  children 
of  the  rich  in  service  for  the  poor.  Its  membership  is 
limited  to  girls  and  boys  under  the  age  of  eighteen  years.  It 
is  under  the  supervision  of  a  committee  of  the  Board  of 
Managers  of  the  Society  known  as  the  Committee  of  the 
Junior  Branch.  Junior  Branch  members  contribute  $1.00 
yearly.  The  payment  of  $5.00  at  any  one  time,  or  the  enroll¬ 
ment  of  four  new  subscribers,  entitles  any  member  to  the 
Junior  Branch  Badge.  This  badge  is  a  pin  enamelled  with  the 
Society’s  emblem.  The  Junior  Branch  money  is  used  for  the 
care  of  children  who,  as  the  result  of  cruel  treatment  or 
neglect,  require  individual  care.  This  Society  makes  every 
effort  to  reconstruct  the  home,  in  order  that  the  child  may, 
under  supervision,  be  placed  back  with  its  parents.  Failing 
this,  the  children  are  often  adopted  into  good  families,  where 
they  are  always  under  careful  supervision.
